A LEGAL OBSTACLE 


Evidently there is a substantial impression in the minds of 


the public, that if the Children's Home plot be sold, some real es- 
tate promoter, rather than the county will make the big money 
through tie sale. So, many persons are suggesting the tract be 
platted into lots and the county sell the same off separately to its 
profit.. . 


The only objection to this plan is that the county can not go 


into the realty business. It will be found, in all probability, that 
the commissioners have no authority to sub-divide, grade, lay off 
and pave streets and construct sidewalks. Even if they could by 
some stretch or evasion of the statute do that, a maze of technicali- 
ties, formalities and expenses would have to be gone through with, 
as to each piece, before it could be disposed of, and the final result 
would be less receipts than, if the entire tract were sold in bulk. 


It looks back then, into a resolving into, the proposition as sim- 


ply put by the county.commissioners—shall the site be sold! 


Just to-add more zest to the matter this question is asked: 


Why not sell both this tract and the present site of the court house, 
.move the children's home to the country, where it ought to be, and 
build a respectable court house?
